DESCRIPTION:—American; born in Dayton, Ohio; 29 years old; 5 feet 9Vs inches high; weighs 
130 lbs., of medium build. When in Phoenix complexion and hair were dark with light undertone. 
He is known to be a make-up artist and claims to have been an actor. Is believed to have stained 
his hair and face before coming here and will no doubt change his make-up often. On March 13th 
was operated on for a tubercular abcess on the right foot. Incision about 2 inches long, made above 
and to inner side of little toe. This sore will be slow to heal, and causes him to walk with a limp. 
He also has tuberculosis of the lungs and will consult a physician or may go to some sanitarium or 
hospital. Loafs around newspaper offices and claims to have been a criminal reporter on the 
Columbus, Ohio, Despatch. Writes short stories of criminal life. Is well educated and very talkative. 
Will introduce himself and become very familiar on short acquaintance. 

Was discharged from the Ohio Penitentiary at Columbus, on March 1st, 1907, after serving 3 
years and 4 months for forgery. Came direct to Phoenix, and on Sunday, March 17th, drove out on 
the desert with his friend and room-mate, John Leicht, of Sheboygan, Wisconsin. They met on the 
train, both coming to Arizona for their health. He killed Leicht by givinghim chloroform, leaving the 
body hidden in the brush where it was found, badly decomposed, eight da\ T s afterward. Leicht wore an 
Eagle ring set with a small diamond, which, together with his watch, is missingfrom the body. It was a 
deliberate, cold blooded murder for thelittle money and valuables that Leicht had on his person. Eytinge 
returned to Phoenix about noon, cashed several forged checks and left that evening for Maricopa, where 
he was last seen. He wore the suit of clothes shown in the photograph, but another hat. The hat was 
a pearl gray felt hat, with the top crushed flat, with a white band and straight brim bound in white. 
The hat was bought at “The Hub” store in Phoenix and size 7 Vh. He carried a suit case, a cheap, 
green stained cane and an umbrella. He also has a cheap 38 cal. nickel plated revolver. His laundry 
mark is HD26. Being in bad health he may become despondent and commit suicide.

Wilson Buttner. lawyer, was indicted 
by the Chehalis County Grand jury for 
grand larceny, but got advance infor¬ 
mation and before the proper papers 
were made out, escaped. He was mixed 
up in many crooked transaction in this 
city, adding to his already long crim¬ 
inal list. Buttner served a term in 
jail in Toledo, Ohio, ending March 
11th, 1907. He then served six months 
in the house of correction, 1907. In 
1890 Buttner was arrested for grand 
larceny in New York, and sentenced 
to seven years in Sing Sing prison. 

February 18th, 1900, he was arrest¬ 
ed in St. Louis, charged with embez¬ 
zling $800 from the Nebraska Brew¬ 
ing Co. He came to Aberdeen about 
three year ago and was engaged in 
the practice of law up to the time of 
his flight.
